Anything to take its place would 
be a Selectmen's Fire Department 
inasmuch as the Selecunen would 
appoint on a year-to-year basis, 
a board to run your fire depart= 
ment, Your chief would be appoint 
ed on a yearly basis with abso- 
Imtely no protectipn; his appoint- 
ment would be for a one year 
period, Your present chief oper- 
ated under such conditions for 
twenty-one years. 

As the town was growing out. 
of the really small town class 
the Selectmen, in 149, felt the 
fire department should have a 
more stabalized control, We were 
the only department in the immed- 
iate vicinity that was then opera~ 
ting under such conditions and the 
then Selectmen, Herbert Mosher, 
Walter Schultz and Charles Stat- 
tuti had the then Town Counsel 
William D, McCarthy draw up the 
article that established a fire 
department under Chapter 48, 
Sections 42,43,44, At the present 
time it would be hard to find a 
permanent-call department that 
does not operate under these par= 
ticular sections of Chapter 48. 
Many all-call departments and 
some cities operate under these 
sections, 

In a recent survey of the town 
where our insurance rating was 
established civil service was first 
consideration and in the absence 
of civil service Chapter 48, Sec 
tions 42, 43, 44 was a require- 
ment, I have been assured that 
any change to where the depart~ 
ment did not have one of these 
protections would result in the 
withdrawal of credits given dur- 
{ng this survey.
